RESOLUTION DIRECTING THE COUNTY MANAGER TO
EVALUATE IN-HOUSE CAPABILITIES AND EXPERTISE
PRIOR TO CONTRACTING THE SERVICES OF OUTSIDE
CONSULTANTS
WHEREAS, Miami-Dade County employs a labor force which is extraordinarily
qualified and talented in; its fields of endeavor; and
WHEREAS, the County’s labor force has first-hand experience with the County’s
diverse resources and needs; and
WHEREAS, the County spends large amounts of money in retaining outside consulting
firms; and
WHEREAS, sometimes the use of those consulting firms is necessary to satisfy the
requirements of law or the need for independent evaluation, opinion or judgment or because the
required expertise cannot be obtained from County’s existing labor force; and
WHEREAS, it would be in the best interest of the County to reduce the use of
consultants and the expenditure of County funds through diligent inquiry on a case-by-case basis
as to whether the services of the consultant are absolutely necessary or whether the County’s
needs can be satisfied from the expertise of its own labor force,
NOW, THEREFORE BE IT RESOLVED BY THE BOARD OF COUNTY
COMMISSIONERS OF MIAMI-DADE COUNTY that the County Manager, prior to the

retention of a professional consultant, other than one required by law or for independent opinion,

conduct diligent inquiry as to whether the services to be performed by such consultant can be
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performed by County employees, and report the results of such inquiry together with any
recommendation to this Board for award of a contract to such consultant.
